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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art fails to show or suggest a gravity feed shelf, as specifically called for in the 
claimed combinations of claims 1 and 8, which comprises such features as a support having an 
inclined rearward portion with an angle between 10 and 25 degrees (see line 1 1 of claims 1 and 
8), an inclined intermediate portion, and a forward portion which is elevated at an angle greater 
than the angle of the rearward portion (see lines 12-13 of claims 1 and 8), and the support also 
having at least two spaced apart members and an unobstructed travel path defined between the 
rearward and forward portions (see lines 16-17 of claim 1 and 8).
